It. B. Shepard, Mount Vernon, Iud., thus 
gives Ms Ideas on thin important question:-— 
1 A few tears ago a m in that had not .sense 
or wit enough for a merchant or lawyer was 
thought well fitted to m ike u good farmer.— 
But we know that it takes brains a- well us 
muscle to manage a farm, and if either are 
superior the brains most certainly ought to 
Ire. 
To try to make a good and successful 
farmer of a tmrob-skall is about as absurd as 
trying to construct a 
wagon without the 
pro|KM material. 
I repeat (hat It takes brains 
and muscle to make a successful farmer. They 
most work together, the brains to plan, to 
think, the muscle to carry into effect. 
The 
farmer must think aud plan for himself, not 
let (.tilers do it for him. 
Ile can benefit and 
enlighten himself bv reading good agricultu­ 
ral papers and l*>oks, but lie must have a 
mind of his own to sift the wheat from the 
chaff. 
If tic lias this lie can gain much knowl­ 
edge from their perusal; if bo has not this 
chief requisite he had better give up farming, 
and go to something cise that does not require 
so much forethought and study. 


Every farm should have a good woiksbop, 
but It needs still more a farmer that under­ 
stands how to use edge tools of ult descrip­ 
tions, so that he cml mend his plows, make a 
bandie for an axe, and do other little jobs on 
the farm without running to the shop, three 
or four miles distant; for the time required in 
going and returning is worth m ore, than the 
price charged for the work. 
A f *w weeks’ 
apprenticeship with a blacksmith, saddler, 
and carpenter would make him acquainted 
with the rudimentary’ part of the work, w hich 
could be learned more thoroughly on the farm 
during rainy days and odd 8|h>!Is. 
He should 
also have a good agricultural education, be­ 
sides a smattering of tiotauv, geology, miner- 
alogy, agricultural chemiatry, astronomy, and 
vegetable physiology. 
If he has learned the 
primary parts or the subjects mentioned, lie 
must keep it up the remainder of his life, and 
add to it his own experience aud that of his 
neighbors. 
Ile must, too, be not only stu­ 
dious but industrious, remembering the old 
adage: ‘ He that by his plow would thrive, 
himself must either bold or drive.’ 
In these 
two lines there are volumes of wisdom and 
truth. 
Work is the farmer's watchword, 
lie 
must work, rain or shine, sick or well, in sea­ 
son and oui of season, if lie ever expects to 
acliie/e success. 
But why should he not? 
Tim lawyer works night aud day to win a case, 
the physician goes in storms and winds to see 
a sick patient. 
Considering this, bas the far­ 
mer any right to grumble? 
But if a farmer 
has land enough to require all bis time in 
planning aud giving instructions, he need not 
bo bound down to do all the work, such as 
plowing, cleaning stables, Ac. 
He eau em ­ 
ploy a baud to do these things. 
But still they 
ought to be doue uuder his ow n eye urn! con­ 
trol. 
Further, our farmer should )>e a good 
judge of implements, understand the laws of 
breeding aud the chemical composition of the 
soil lie cultivate#! he should out a proper ro­ 
tation of crops suited to bis farm aud practice 
it; he should make his plans us far ahead os 
possible. 
Do not let yourself wake up in the 
morning with no plans laid out; have them 
arranged so that you know Just what you are 
going to do to-morrow, and your work will 
progress much more rapidly. 


Never let one part of your work get behiod 
the oilier; keep all even; diuide pour work so 
that It will pay you bes*, and do not go wild 
over fancy stocks and seeds; keep on con­ 
stantly improving what you have got, and let 
fabulous priced stock alone until you ere able 
to lose some money, for not one in a hundred 
that attempts to raise thorough-bred stock 
ever succeeds. 
Grades will do the best with 
the majority of farmers. 
If you use the right 
kind of management success will crown your 
efforts, but if yon do not bankruptcy and ruiu 
will follow la your footsteps."

R eq u isites tor n S uccessful l urm er. 
R. B. Shepard, Mount Vernon, Ind., thus 
gives his ideas on this important question:— 
• ‘ A few years ago a man that had not sense 
or wit enough fora merchant or lawyer wa3 
thought well fitted to make a good farmer.— 
But we know that it takes brains as well as 
muscle to manage a farm, and if either are 
superior the brains most certainly ought to 
be. To try to make a good and successful 
farmer of a numb-skull ¡3 about as absurd as 
trying to construct a wagon without the 
proper material. I repeat that it takes brains 
and muscle to make a successful farmer. They 
must work together, the brains to plan, to 
think, the muscle to carry into effect. The 
farmer must think and plan for himself, not 
let others do it for him. He can benefit anil 
enlighten himself by reading good agricultu­ 
ral papers and books, but lie must have a 
mind of his own to sift the wheat from the 
chaff. If he lias this he can gain much knowl­ 
edge from their perusal; if be has not this 
chief requisite he had better give up farming, 
and go to something else that does not require 
so much forethought and study. 
Every farm should have a good workshop, 
but it necd9 still more a farmer that under­ 
stands how to use edge tools of all descrip­ 
tions, so that he can mend his plows, make a 
handle for an axe, and do other little jobs on 
the farm without running to the shop, three 
or four miles distant; for the time required in 
going and returning is worth more. than the 
price charged for the work. A few weeks’ 
apprenticeship with a blacksmith, saddler, 
and carpenter would make him acquainted 
with the rudimentary part of the work, which 
could he learned more thoroughly on the farm 
during rainy days and odd spells. He should 
also have a good agricultural education, be­ 
sides a smattering of botany, geology, miner­ 
alogy, agricultural chemistry, astronomy, and 
vegetable physiology. If he has learned the 
primary parts of the subjects mentioned, be 
must keep it up the remainder of his life, and 
add to it his own experience and that of his 
neighbors. He must, too, be not only stu­ 
dious but industrious, remembering the old 
adage: ‘Ho that by his plow would thrive, 
himself must either hold or drive.’ In these 
two lines there are volumes of wisdom and 
truth. Work is the farmer's watchword. He 
must work, rain or shine, sick or well, in sea­ 
son and out of season, if he ever expects to 
achieve success. But why should he not ? 
The lawyer works night and day to win a case, 
the physician goes in storms and winds to see 
a sick patient. Considering this, has the far­ 
mer any right to grumble ? But if a farmer 
has land enough to require all his time In 
planning and giving instructions, he need not 
be bound dowu to do all the work, such as 
plowing, cleaning stables, &c. He can em­ 
ploy a hand to do these things. But still they 
ought to be doue under his own eye and con­ 
trol. Further, our farmer should be a good 
judge of implements, understand the laws of 
breeding and the chemical composition of the 
soil he cultivate#, he should out a proper ro­ 
tation of crops suited to his farm and practice 
it; he should make his plans as far ahead as 
possible. Do not let yourself wake up in the 
morning with no plans laid out; have them 
arranged so that you know just what you are 
going to do to-morrow, and your work will 
progress much more rapidly. 
Never let one part of your work get behind 
the other; keep all oven; diuide pour work so 
that it will pay you best, and do not go wild 
over fancy stocks and seeds; keep on con­ 
stantly improving what you have got, and let 
fabulous priced stock alone until you nre able 
to lose some money, for not one in a hundred 
that attempts to raise thorough-bred stock 
ever succeeds. Grades will do the best with 
the majority of farmers. If you use the right 
kind of management success will crown your 
efforts, but if you do not bankruptcy and ruin 
will follow iu your footsteps.”

H e a lth F rom Flow ers» 
It is reported that an Italian professor has 
discovered that perfumes from flowers have a 
chemical effect on the atmosphere, converting 
its oxygen into ozotie, and thus increasing its 
health-imparting power. f As the result i f his 
researches he states that essences of cherry, 
laurel, lavender, mint, juniper, melons, fen­ 
nel, and bergamont are among those which 
develop the largest quantities of ozone, while 
anise and thyme develop it in a less degree. 
Flowers destitute of perfume have no such ef­ 
fect He very naturally recommends that 
dwellers in marshy localities and near places 
infected with animal emanations should sur­ 
round their homes with a profusion of the 
most-odoriferous flowers—a recommendation 
which the Creator, through their beauty and 
fragrance, addresses to the senses of all sen­ 
sible people.

misplaced switches, legal prosecutions, the 
stale prison an I maybe the hangman’s ro|w». 
A strike means that the strikers arc either 
living OU their savings during its continuance 
or on the savings of others—whether of au or­ 
der got up to meet these exigencies or a small­ 
er self-insuring piece of machinery. 
In either 
case it means loss of time, loss of money, in­ 
creased drinking aud a haystack of ill-consid­ 
ered resolutions. 
Per contra, any company,

END OF THE VIRG1NI US.

P a r tic u la r * a1 th o O ccu rren ce. 
New York, Doc. 30.—Tho United Stat na 
corvette Ossipee came to au anchor off the 
Battery at ll :30 o’clock last night. 
The Vir- 
ginlus, as will be remembered, was given over 
to the custody of the Captain of the Ossipee 
on the 17th inst., trod to the Ossipee was as­ 
signed the duty of bringing the Virginias to 
this port 
Tbs astonishment of the port au­ 
thorities, therefore, was not small when tho 
Ossipee was signalled last evening and no Vir­ 
ginias appeared in sight. 
When, however, the Ossipee was boarded 
the startling intelligence was communicated 
that the Virginln3, which had been all along 
in a leaky condition, had, when off Cape Fear, 
and in sight of land, In spite of all the efforts 
of the crew aboard of ber, settled and gone 
to the bottom. 
Tho Ossipee officers refused to tell anything, 
the Captain observing that ho had strict or­ 
ders not to communicate with unyliody re­ 
garding tho foundering of the Virginius. 
A 
sillor belonging to the United States Revenue 
steamer Grant says that on boarding the Os­ 
sipee with his captain, the Ossipee’* captain 
said the Virginius bad gono down, but lie 
could not learn whether the crow were saved 
or not. 
A Wilmington (N. C.) special, dated yes­ 
terday, says Capt. Wiltbanks, of the steam­ 
ship Tonawanda, which arrived here on Sun­ 
day from Philadelphia, reports passing a sunk­ 
en vessel nine miles south of the main liar 
with only hor top masts or top gallant masts 
out of water. 
The steam tug Brandt subs® 
quently visited the spot, lier officers concur­ 
ring in the opinion that the sunken vessel 
was undoubtedly a square-rigged steamship. 
A pork barrel wa* Heating about the wreck 
attached to it by a 12-inch hawser, the hawser 
having evidently been used as a tow rope. 
The pilots al Bald Head, st the mouth of Hie 
Diver, state that on Friday last they observed 
near the spot where the vessel lies a large 
steamship in tow of a full-rigged ship, but 
could not tell whether the latter was a steamer 
or not. 
The above facts, taken in connection with 
the telegram announcing that the steamship 
Georgia, from Charleston, at New York, had 
spoken the Virginius off Cape Romaine oil the 
24th inst, st 2 o’clock I*. M., rendered It toler­ 
ably certain that the sunken ship is the Caban 
filibustering vessel. 
lr is probable that the 
Virginius, being already leaky, was so much 
damaged by the gules about Christmas time 
that aa attempt was rn adc to bring her near 
enough to this bar to obtain a tow,and finding 
ll impossible to get lier iu before she sank,her 
crew were taken off by the man-of-war having 
her in charge, which then proceeJe-l on its 
voyage. 
The sunken ship Hex in about eight fathom* 
of water, with Bald Head light bearing north 
half east nine or ten miles distant. 
A pilot 
boat from Smith Ville visited the spot on Sun­ 
day evjuing, and the men who wore on her 
fully agree in the opinion that she is a steam­ 
ship. 
Only a few feet of the main-must are 
visible above the water, and there are Ruiner 
ous spars floating around her which are proba­ 
bly still attached to the vessel by means of 
rigging. 
It is thought that wh«n she was abandoned 
the pork barrel was left a* a buoy to mark 
the spot where she went down. 
The ship ii, 
of course, a total loss, as it will be next to im­ 
possible to raise her. 
In a few weeks ber hull 
probably will be entirely sunk in the sand. 


O FFIC IA L REPORT OF TRF. SINKING. 
Tile official report of Lieut. Woodrow, w ho 
was iii charge of the Virginius -ut the time of 
ber sinking, says: 
When I took command off 
Hic D .t Tortuous I found about seventy tons 
of coal in the ship and over twenty tons of 
dirt and ashes iii lier fire room. 
The Iii lire 
was very dirty. 
She was leaking in lier for 
ward compartment and had water in ull 
her compartments. 
During the evening 
we 
received 
stores 
oil 
board 
and 
a 
working party from the Ossipee, who coaled 
the ship all right from the schooner Mattie 
A. Hand. 
The crew of the Virginius were 
exhausted by constant work from the time of 
leaving Bahia lloodla. 
Ncx'. morning we 
•topped coaling and set all hands at work 
pumping and bailing out the ship, the water 
having gained two feet during the night. 
At 
8 o’clock the water was up lo the gale bars lo 
both fire-rooui*. 
The forward compartment 
bad a depth of four feet aud the after com­ 
partment two feet six inches of water. 
D unns Hje day we received assistance from 
Hic Ossipee in the way of working parties to 
help clear the ship of water, repack the stuff­ 
ing boxes aud overhaul the pipes about the 
engine. 
Captain Whiting was on board dur. 
lag the day and examined the leak around 
her fore foot with Chief Engineer King and 
myself. 
Tiffs leak was the only one of any 
consequence that I could find iii Hie ship. 
At 
4 P. M. the water was so mach reduced that 
I was able to start the Ares iu the forw ard 
boiler aud at 8:15 In the after boiler. As soon 
as steam was rejiortfd I commenced lacking 
the engine to clear the ship of water by her 
bilge pumps. 
At 1:30 A. M. Captain Whiting expressed 
himself satisfied that the Virginius was in a 
fit condition to go north aud left the ship. 
Shortly after we went to sea In tow of the Os­ 
sipee. 
During the day and as long as the sea 
was comparatively smooth we managed Ho 
keep the water down with the main engine 
pumps. 
As we proceed od aud the sea roso 
the working of the ship gradually loosened 
the rivets of one of her bow plates and an old 
patch on her bow became loose and she leaked 
so badly t ’sat I had to plug up her timber 
boles in the forward bulkhead to keep Hie fire 
rooms clear. 
During tho forenoon of the 22d 
inst. I threw overboard her port lower anchor 
and ail the heavy weights in her fore boid, 
consisting of old iron rigging, chaiu cable, 
old iron, Ac., anil shifted the coal from tue 
fore hold aft in order to lighten her forward, 
On lite afternoon of the 23d we had from 
eight to ten feet of water loathe forward com­ 
partment aud so much water in the fire rooms 
as to endanger putting out the fires and I sig­ 
nalled not to go farther n o n le th a l there was 
a dock at Charleston, knowing that it wimld 
be dangerous to risk the carrying away of her 
forward bulkhead and having no reliance on 
any of her pump.-, which had been constantly 
breaking down aud becoming c toked ever 
since starting. 
Besides the uieu were worn 
out, their buuks drenched and they had no 
place to sleep. 
Her liootn* were then work­ 
ing so much that the bunks in the forecastle 
came adrift from the ship's side. 
Al 3 A. M. December 21th the crown allect 
of the middle furnace after boiler caved in arid 
I hauled the fire from that boiler. 
Shortly af­ 
ter several blisters were reported in tho for­ 
ward 
boiler. 
At 
daylight 
I 
signal­ 
led 
the 
condition 
of 
the 
boilers 
and water aud Cuief Engineer King came on 
board 
He inspected the boilers and I un­ 
derstand that in his opinion they were not 
safe, aud I gave orders not to carry more than 
five pounds of steam unless in extreme neces­ 
sity. 
With this low pressure oue of Hie fur­ 
naces gave out in the afiurnooo, having a 
blister on tho crown sheet three feet long. 
From this time until we made fast lo the 
Ossipee again on the 25th lust, we had about 
the same amount of water in the ship, but 
when we stopped our engines the water 
gained on us und I asked for permission to 
back my cngiue*. 
Owing to having but three 
serviceable furnaces in the forward boiler we 
could not carry steam to work the engines 
fait euougb lo throw much water an I as the 
sea increased so did the water, and I asked 
the Ossipee toward night to haul up close 
and take us off. 
Half an hour after I got the 
donkey pump working and as we were keeping 
the water at a stand I signalled that I could 
bold on HU daylight. 
The water gained on 
us gradually during the night antu it put the 
fires oat at 6 o’olotk on the 26th Inst., 


when tho donkey pump stopped. 
T’/.e hand 
pump was brokon and could not be repaired 
with an? means at our command; so I sig­ 
nalled for to be taken of immediately. 
Toe 
forward compartment was full or waler up to 
within a foot and a half' of the spar deck. 
There was Avo Teet of water iii the hold, tho 
water over the grate bars in the Ure rooms 
and the after compartment ’dry. 
The sea 
wa9 very rough and it was blowing a galo 
from the northeast, and I did not think it safe 
to remain on board a minute longer than 
necessary. 
When the boat camo under the Virginius' 
bow I put the landsmen in her first and then 
only stopped the work of passing water out of 
the ship. 
It took five trips to take us ull off. 
the officers going in the last boat. 
As it 
turned out I might have been able to 9ave the 
meu's bags aud hammocks, but under the 
circumstances I deemod it inexpedient to at­ 
tempt it. 
At 4.17 P. M. the Virginius sank bow first 
in eight fathoms of water, the cross trees 
above water.

The good old man knows 
his business; albeit we take the liberty to sug­ 
gest tbe propriety of his making us suro of 
his title to “mansions in the skies'’ as he did 
to those of the “Baltimore Improvement 
Company.” 


The Virginias is reported to have foundered 
at sea and sunk ofl Cape Fear. 
If this is true 
we are altogether unable to feel sorry for It; 
it Is a Biting end to a disreputable career. 
Had this catastrophe occurred sooner 
it 
ivoald have saved this nation millions of dol­ 
lars and an incalculable strain upon its 
nerves. 
We do not hear up to this time of 
any loss of life in connection with that of ilie 
vesseL While wo are upon the subject we 
had as well mention that the reputed owner 
of the Virgimus, Mr. Patterson, seems to 
have tbo best of the case in the diderence of 
opinion between himself and Attorney-Gene­ 
ral Williams touching the course pursued by 
the latter in adjudging the vessel and its 
owner jointly under condemnation. 
In a let­ 
ter to Mr. Fish Mr. Patterson calls the atten­ 
tion of tho former to the fact that the govern­ 
ment’s chief lawyer transcended his business 
in sending or proposing to send private 
property to the shambles without aflordin: 
its owner an opportunity for objection or legal 
defence.* The only excuse which can be of­ 
fered in mitigation of the Attorney-Geaeral’s 
oflence consists in his being just now mental­ 
ly pre-occupied with his position before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee.

Iu Scandidavia, 
asserts the Conqueror of Gorillas, “ the clergy 
men are all slm pleand amiable.” We confess, 
in the midst of our delight at tho circum­ 
stances, to a little bewilderment as to what 
limitations we are to give the deduction to be 
made from it.

Oue chief difficulty constantly felt by plan­ 
ters and farmers in the South to-day, stand 
ing right across the path of all real advance­ 
ment towards the development or tbe immense 
agricultural resources of that part of our 
country, is the thrift ness of the freedmen as 
laborers. 
All men who have spoken or writ 
teu on tbe subject, whether practical planters 
or politicians conversant with the state of af­ 
fairs, agree that it is desirable to find some 
supplement or substitute for the negro. 
Sam­ 
bo will not work if lie can help it. 
Ia the 
days of slavery he was forced to it; under a 
dispensation of free lorn hunger is liis only 
master. 
In a very small minority of instan­ 
ces dors the negro show any signs of a dispo 
siiion to forecast and economize. 
He is an 
ebony incarnation of the text, “ Sufficient unto 
the day is the evil thereof.” 
It may not be 
k town as generally through the North as it 
ought to be that not more than one acre in 
twenty of the cul’ivab’c rice and cotton lauds 
of the South is under tillage. 
This is not en­ 
tirely owing to the wretched nature of negro 
labor of course, but the fact suggests grave 
questions concerning the labor question in the 
late slave states. 
Under these circumstances 
nosm iil interest attaches to the attempt now 
being made to introduce there the Gallician 
laboring element from the north of Spain. 
A 
Mr. Nathan of New Orleans is manager of 
the movement and has already imported and 
set to work some hundreds of this class. 
When tried they arc a success. 
They can 
mo3tly read and write, and are industrious, 
honest and 3teady. 
We shall watch the ex­ 
periment with the concern which its impor­ 
tance naturally arouses.

It logically follows that in order to 
give lucrative employment to a specified 
number of engineers the company must be 
able to run to its own profit a given number 
of trains each day over its lines. 
Its ability 
to do this would depend entirely on the condi­ 
tion of Its business; and that in turn might 
depend partly.upon a skillfal management of 
Its affairs and partly on tho state of finance, of 
trade, and of travel throughout the country 
generally. 
In the case now under dlsouaffon 
the company claims that the effect of a sti in- 
gent money market has been and is to reduce 
trafile and travel over its roads, thus lowering 
their income, as a matter of coarse. Further, 
tbo company desires to be credited with a wish 
to keen all their men—not the engineers only, 
but the whole force of other employees—at 
work. 
They conld do this In no way save by 
a reduction of wages. 
On the announcement 
of the order to this eflect the engineers only 
and they very unanimously struck work ar.d 
abandoned their engines.

ducible which would somewhat modify the

not present them. 
The Brotherhood of 
Locomotive 
Engineers, an extensive and 
powerful organization, is said not to be In full 
sympathy with tlie.r cougeuers in the matter 
of this strike. 
Prominent men in that body 
are reported to have avowed that the strikers 
have violated tho express rule3 of the order in 
having quitted work under existing condi­ 
tions. 
Now a word as to the outcome of this and 
almost all other denominations or the same 
sort; Speaking in general terms this mode 
of compelling, or attempting to compel, an 
adjustment between employers aud employed 
fails a dozen time3 where it succeeds once. 
Any one familiar with the history of strikes 
does not need to be told this; but other people 
possibly do. 
We are the friend of the labor­ 
ing man, but not a friend of his foolishness. 
Capital and labor are indispensable td each 
other, in fact labor is capital and has a better 
right to the title than money has; because 
money is nothing more than the inert repre­ 
sentative of it. 
And capital and labor canhot 
do a thing more utterly idiotic and suicidal 
than to clutch each others’ windpipe. 
A 
strike, as in the present instance, means de­ 
layed freight,delayed passengers, a mixed mail 
service, burned out or exploded locomotives 
bad passions terminating In the criminality of 
misplaced switches, legal prosecutions, the 
slate prison and maybe the hangman's rope, 
A strike means that the strikers are either 
living on their savings during its continuance 
or on the savings of others—whether of au or­ 
der got up to meet these exigencies or a small­ 
er self-insuring piece of machinery. In either 
case it means loss of time, loss of money, in­ 
creased drinking aud a haystack of ill-consid 
ered resolutions. Per contra, any company 
manufacturing, 
commercial or operating, 
which allows its men to strike without usin 
every means to prevent it is as asinine as the 
men who hope to gain by it. 
A dead-lock is 
uever profitable. 
If the average American 
workman is unwilling to listen to alleged rea 
sons for the reduction of his pay to meet 
temporary exigency and to be convinced by 
them if they are real, he is a bigger ninny 
than we believe him to be; and if capital fails 
to present those reasous before it adopts an 
extreme measure it deserves the lesson of 
bother and loss it will surely receive.

N ew Y ork, Dec. 30.—Engineer Knight of 
the Virginius says tbe original sentence was 
that the entire crew should be hung at the 
yard arm, but tiie Captain of the Isabel el 
Católica did not wish such a spectacle made 
of his vessel and obtained a change lo death 
by shooting and the commutation of the sen­ 
tence of seventeen cf the crew to the chain 
gang. 
Knighl, two Quartermasters and one 
oiler were accordingly sentenced to the chain 
gang for life and the other thirteen, all of 
whom were mere boys, to eight and four yeara 
of hard labor in the gang. 
A life sentence of 
this kind was regarded as worse than death. 
Tbiriy-llve of the rescued men arc still in the 
hands of the Cuban Junta here. 


AEFAIRS AT THE NAVY-YARD. 
Captain Suufeldt, executive of the Brooklyn 
navy-yard, said this morning that the ob­ 
struction occasioned by the sunken coal 
barge would probably be removed and the 
Spanish frigat; released either to -Ja/ or to 
morrow.

ot-uar building at the yard ¡3 to be comple­ 
ted before spring. 
The Tennessee is to be 
placed|m dry dock aud will require two months 
work to put her in condition. 


A b o u t S t r ik e s . 
The strike among the locomotive engineers 
of the Pan Handle and leased lines will proba­ 
bly terminate without accomplishing its ob­ 
ject. 
The interested companies decline to re­ 
store the ten per cent, to their salaries, on ac­ 
count of which reduction the engineers stop­ 
ped work. 
The burden of responsibility and 
blame according to what facts are made 
known is clearly against the men. 
Corpora­ 
tions «rasom etim es guilty of oppression and 
very small dealing toward their emploj’ces; 
they are, notwithstanding, sometimes right.— 
On the roads where the present strike pre­ 
vails the engineers receive pay per trip; bo 
much for a specified run, more or less accord­ 
ing to Its length and the time consumed. 
There is nothing to show that the companies 
agreed to give the men a particularized 
amount of employment. 
The inference seems 
to be that the men were to take tbe cbanceB 
at ib3 rates indicated of the toad being able 
to afford them profitable work—that is enough

S anta Fe, New Mexico, Dec. 30.— Relia­ 
ble reports have just reached here that the 
trouble iu Lincoln county, this territory, be­ 
tween Americans and Mexicans is daily grow­ 
ing more serious. 
Since the last report on 
the 10th inst. six or seven more persons have 
been killed. 
Friends of Americans previous­ 
ly killed went to Lincoln plaza last Saturday, 
where a dance was In progress, and trouble 
arose between the Americans and Mexicans, 
which finally culminated fatally.

Such an open fall has 
occurred ia this locality but twice in six* 
teen years. 


P articular* of tbe Occurrence* 
N ew Y ork, Dec. 30.—The United States 
corvette Ossipee came to an anchor ofl the 
Battery at 11:30 o’clock last night 
The Vir­ 
ginius, as will be remembered, was given over 
to the custody of the Captain of the 033ipee 
oa the 17th lust., and to the Ossipee was as­ 
signed the daty of bringing the Virginias to 
this p o rt 
The astonishment of the port au­ 
thorities, therefore, was not small when tho 
Osslpca was signalled last evening and no Vir­ 
ginias appeared In sight. 
When, however, the Ossipee was boarded 
the startling Intelligence was communicated 
that the Virginias, which had been all along 
In a leaky condition, had, when ofl Cape Fear, 
and ia sight of land, In spite of all thé efforts 
or the crew aboard of her, settled and gone 
to the bottom. 
Tbe Ossipee officers refused to tell anything, 
the Captain observing that he had strict or­ 
ders not to communicate with anybody re­ 
garding the foundering of th e Virginius. 
A 
sailor belonging to the United Stales Revenue 
steamer Grant says that on boarding the Os- 
sipee with his captain, the Ossipee’s captain 
said the Virginius had gone down, but he 
could not learn whether the crew w-ere saved 
cr not. 
A Wilmington (N. C.) special, dated yes 
terday, says Capt. Wiltbanks, of the steam­ 
ship Tonawanda, which arrived here on Sun­ 
day from Philadelphia, reports passing a sunk­ 
en vessel nine miles south of the mam bar 
with only her top masts or top gallant masts 
out of water. 
The steam tug Brandt subso 
quently visited the spot, her officers concur­ 
ring in the opinion that the sunken vessel 
was undoubtedly a square -rigged steamship. 
A pork barrel was floating about the wreck 
attached to it by a 12-inch hawser, the hawser 
having evidently been used as a tow rope. 
The pilots at Bald Head, at tbe mouth of the 
ver, state that on Friday last they observed 
near the spot where the vessel lies a large 
steamship iu tow of a full-rigged ship, but 
could not tell whether the latter was a steamer 
or not. 
The above facts, taken in connection with 
the telegram announcing that the steamship 
Georgia, from Charleston, at New York, had 
spoken the Virginius off Cape Romaine on the 
24th inst. at 2 o’clock P. M., rendered it toler­ 
ably certain that the sunken ship is the Cuban 
filibustering vessel. It is probable that the 
Virginias, being already leaky, was so much 
damaged by tbe gales about Christmas time 
that an attempt was made to bring her near 
enough to this bar to obtain a tow,and finding 
it impossible to get her in before she sank,her 
crew were taken oft by the man-of-war having 
her m charge, which then proceeded on its 
voyage. 
The sunken ship lle3 in about eight fathoms 
of water, with Bald Head light bearing north 
half east nine or ten miles distant. 
A pilot 
boat from Smithville visited the spot on Sun­ 
day evening, and the men who were on her 
fully agree in the opinion that she is a steam­ 
ship. 
Only a few feet of the maiu-mast are 
visible above the water, and there arc numer­ 
ous spars floating around her which are proba­ 
bly still attached to the vessel by means of 
rigging. 
It is thought that when she was Rbandoned 
the pork barrel was left a3 a buoy to mark 
tho spot where she went down. 
The ship is, 
of course, a total loss, as it will be next to im­ 
possible to raise her. 
In a few weeks her hull 
probably will be entirely sunk in the sand. 


OFFICIAL REPORT OF TIIE SINKING. 
The official report of Lieut. Woodrow, who 
was in charge of the Virginius -at the tune of 
her sinking, says: 
When I took command oft 
the Dry Tortugas I found about seventy tons 
of coal in the ship and over twenty tons of 
dirt and ashes in her fire room. 
The bilge 
was very dirty. She was leaking in her for 
ward compartment and had water in all 
her compartments. 
During the 
evenin 
we received stores 
on 
board 
and 
working party from the Ossipee, who coaled 
the ship all right from the schooner Mattie 
A. Hand. 
The crew of the Virginius were 
exhausted by constant work from the time of 
leaving Bahia Uondia. 
Next morning we 
stopped coaling and set ail hands at Work 
pumping and bailing out the ship, the water 
having gained two feet during the night. 
At 
8 o'clock the water was up lo the gate bars in 
both flre-rooms. Tbe forward compartment 
had a depth of four feet aud the after com­ 
partment two feet six inches of water. 
Durmg tijc day we received assistance from 
the Ossipee in the way of working parties to 
help clear the ship of water, repack the stuff­ 
ing boxes and overhaul the pipe3 about the 
engine. 
Captain Whiting was on board dur­ 
ing the day and examined the leak around 
her fore foot with Chief Engineer King and 
myself. 
Tnis leak was the only one of any 
consequence that I could find in the ship. 
At 
4 P. M. the water was so much reduced that 
I was able to start the fires in the forward 
boiler and at 8:15 in the after boiler. As soon 
a3 steam was reported I commenced backin 
the engine to clear the ship of water by her 
bilge pumps. 
At 1:30 A. M. Captain Whiting expressed 
himself satisfied that the Virginius was in 
fit condition to go north and left the ship. 
Shortly after we went to sea in low of the Os 
sipee. 
During the day and as long as (he sea 
was comparatively smooth we managed "to 
keep the water down with the mam engine 
pumps. 
As we proceeded and tbe sea rose 
the working of the ship gradually loosened 
the rivets of one of her bow plates and an old 
patch on her bow became loose and she leaked 
so badly that I had to plug up her timber 
holes in the forward bulkhead to keep the lire 
rooms clear. 
During the forenoon of the 22d 
inst. I threw overboard her port lower anchor 
and all tbe heavy weights in her fore hold 
consisting of old iron rigging, chain cable, 
old iron, Ac., and shifted the coal from the 
fore hold aft in order lo lighten her forward. 
On the afternoon of the 23d we had from 
eight to ten feet of water Injthe forward com­ 
partment and so much water in the fire rooms 
as to eudanger putting out the fires and 1 si; 
nailed not to go farther north—that there was 
a dock at Charleston, knowing that it would 
be dangerous to risk the carrying away of her 
forward bulkhead and having no reliance on 
any of her pumps, which had been constantly 
breaking down aud becoming cioked ever 
since starting. 
Besides the men were worn 
out, their bunks drenched and they had no 
place to sleep. 
Her booms were then work­ 
ing so much that tho bunks in the forecastle 
came adrift from the ship's side. 
At 3 A. M. December 24th the crown sheet 
of tbe middle furnace after boiler caved in and 
I hauled the Hre from that boiler. 
Shortly af­ 
ter several blisters were reported in the for 
ward 
boiler. 
At 
daylight 
I 
signal­ 
led 
the 
condition 
of 
the 
boilers 
and water and Cuiof Engineer King came on 
board. 
He inspected the boilers and I un­ 
derstand that in his opinion they were not 
safe, and I gave orders not to carry more than 
live pounds of steam unless in extreme neces 
sity. 
With Ibis low pressure one of the fur 
nacos gave out in the afternoon, having ¡ 
blister on the crown sheet three feet long. 
From this time until we made fast to the 
Ossipee again on the 25th inst. we had about 
the same amouut of water in the ship, but 
when we stopped our engines the water 
gained on us and I asked for permission to 
back my engines. 
Owing to having but three 
serviceable furnaces in the forward boiler we 
could not carry steam to work the engines 
fast enough to throw much water and as the 
sea increased so did the water, and I asked 
tbe Ossipee toward night to haul up close 
and take us off. 
Half an hoar after I got the 
donkey pump working and as we were keeping 
tbe water at a stand I signalled that I could 
bold on till daylight. Tbe water gained oa 
us gradually during the nighc until it put tbe 
fires oat at ft o’clock oa the 26th lnit., 


when tho donkey pump stopped. 
Tice hand 
puritp was broken aud could not be repaired 
with any means at our command; so I sig­ 
nalled for to be taken of immediately. Tne 
forward compartment was full of water up to 
within a root and a halt of the spar deck. 
There was five feet of water In the hold, tho 
water over the grate bars in the fire rooms 
and tbe after compartment clry. 
The sea 
was very rough and It was blowing a galo 
iron the northeast, and I did not think it safe 
to remain on board a minute longer than 
necessary. 
When the boat camo under the Virginias' 
bow I put the land3tneu iu her first and then 
only stopped the work of passing water out of 
the ship. 
It took five trips to take us all off, 
the officers going in the last boat. 
As it 
turned out I might have been able to save the 
men’s bags aud hammocks, but under the 
circumstances I deemed it inexpedient to at­ 
tempt it. 
At 4.17 P. M. the Virginius sank bow first 
in eight fathoms of water, the cross trees 
above water.
